Another minister 
of solid worth is tried, and he experiences the 
same fate. In these instances, no blame 
can be attached to the ministers, their failure 
and their removal arise from circumstances be- 
yond their contro!. Nor ought the church to 
be censured for.destring talents that will ena 
ble them to surmount their pecuniary difficul- 
ties. But it is to be greatly lamented that 
churches at any time should place themselves 
in a situation to need shining, rather than solid 
talents—and to be compelled to look more for 
gifts than for graces in the men they select for 
their pastors. Ido trust that the painful expe- 
rience of religious societies in our own and 
other denominations, in the removal of minis- 
ters from this cause, will lead to more cautious, 
pious and busiuess-like calculations in the 
erection of houses lor the worship of God.

COFFEE. 

Of this article I shail say but little: it dif. 
fers from ‘Tea, in that it is supposed by some, 
to contain some nutritious quality. ‘The quan- 
tity of nutriment, however, if it contains any at 
all, is very small. Somo have thought that its 
eifect upon those that use it, is even more per- 
nicious than that of Tea. Although it is not 
so genera! a favorite in New England, as in 
the Southern States, still it is a very common 
and much coveted beverage with us. It is 
usually drank in a warm state, and has a ten- 
dency to produce warmth and perspiration in 
the system, which is not necessary, at least to

‘The time has been when these 
things might have been winked at, but it seems 
there is now time that we should bring forth 
fruits worthy a reformation. ‘ Walk in the 
light while ye have the light,’ is always a safe 
injunction, ‘The sum expended for Coffee on- 
ly, is more than seven times the income of the 
American Education Society ; more thantwice 
the income of the American Board of loreign 
Missions ; more than three times that ofthe A- 
merican Tract Society ; more than fifteen times 
the income ofthe American Bap. Miss. Society. 
This sum would support seventeen times the 
whole number of Theological Students in our 
five Baptist Theological Institutions. Here 
let us pause fur a moment and reflect-—In the 
Baptist church alone, there is annually expend- 
ed upwards of one half a million of dollars, for 
the unnecessary articles of ‘Tobacco, ‘Tea, and 
Coffee. Under the Baptist teaching and influ- 
ence, the enormous sum of three million, eight 
hundred and seventy five thousand dollars, tor 
articles, that, by the united voice of the ablest 
medical counsel in the country, are altogether 
unnecessary. Here let meask, shall not Bap- 
tists, the hardy sons of him who came fuom the 
wilderness of Judea, neither eating nor drink- 
ing, of whom Chirist says, he was a burnirg 
and a shining light; shall they not listen to 
this subject with a resolutlon to touch not, 
taste not, handle not? But if any shall doubt 
the importance of the means to be raised from 
the disuse of these articles, let him read the 
affecting appeal of the venerable Dr. Carey 
and his colleagues, in behalf of the Serampore 
Mission. ‘* We entreat of the Christian pub- 
lic, a few hundred pounds per annum, for we 
have them not ourselves. Christian friends, 
these are our wants. Jo you refuse us? Do 
you refuse the stations the small degree of sup- 
port which is required? Which of them is to 
be abandoned? We cannot think of one. If 
unceasing industry or self-denial could, by any 
means furnish us with the supplics we beg from 
you, we would toil and deny ourselves with joy- 
ful alacvity, and leave you unimportuned. But 
our hopes are small in this respect : our present 
incomes even are uncertain. Again then, we 
implore your help, and we trust we shall not 
implore in vain.”

ifthen ministers and churches would form a 
permanent union, let them be well acquainted 
‘with each other, before they come to a settle- 
ment. Scarcely any considcration of personal 
convenience shou!d induce a minister to obtain 
from a people a hasty invitation; and they 
should allow themselves time not merely to 
know what are his pulpit talents, but what are 
his habits of private intercourse, his temper, 
and the manner in which he will discharge his 
pastoral duties. Having been thus cautious 
in placing their confidence, they will be more 
likely to confide in him till death. 

2. The frequent removal of ministers is oc- 
casioned in part by the improper estimate in 
which the pastoral relation is held. 1am per- 
suaded it is not viewed by some in so sacred 
and important a light as it ought to be. And 
a connection that is esteemed as comparatively 
trivial, will be formed without much consider- 
ation, and nullified without much regret. Al- 
though I do not think that the pastoral relation 
is necessarily so durable as the matrimonial, 
which should only be severed by death, yet it 
bears a resemblance toit in importance. So 
many interests are involved, and so many sym- 
pathies are called into action in this connection, 
that nothing but the most grave and weighty 
consideration, can in my opinion justify its ter- 
mination. When a pastor reflects on the hopes 
that will be disappointed, the feelings of friend- 
ship that will be wounded, and the bitter sense 
of loss that will be felt by those who have here- 
tofore looked up to him as their spiritual fath- 
er, he will not lightly resolve to leave his peo- 
ple.

** As guardians of health, we are bound to 
warn the feeble, the nervous, the dyspeptic, 
the hypochondrical, the gouty, those whose 
hearts beat as if they would burst from their 
case, on the slightest noiso or unexpected re- 
mark, the fretful, and Capricious in temper, 
that strong Tea an:l Coilee are injurious, and 
cannot be tolerated by them, with any regard 
to their bod:!y comiort and mental tranquilli- 
ty.” ** Asto Tea,” says Dr. Johnson, ** we 
may fairly set it down as contributing in no 
mean degree, to those derangements of the di- 
gestive organs and nervous system, which nuw 
meet our eye atevery step.”* Let no one, 
then, presume to set down the ablest medical 
authority in this country by saying that ‘Tea 
and Coilee are necessary and serviceable to 
any one in health.

SOUTH BAPTIST CHURCH, BOSTON. 

‘** Notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
weather,” says the N. E. Baptist Register, 
‘the Baptist Meeting-House at South Boston, 
was nearly filled with auditors last Sabbath 
evening, to attend the services at the Const- 
tution of the South Baptist Church. After 
singing, select portions of scripture were read 
by Rev. Mr. Ball of the Newton Institution. 
Rev. Dr. Bolles, Rev. Mr. Hague, and Rev. 
Mr. Driver prayed. The sermou was preach- 
ed by Rev. Mr. Malcom; the Fellowship of 
the Churches was presented by Rev. Dr, 
Sharp, and Rev. Mr. Knowles addressed the 
Church. Mr. Malcom’s remarks were found- 
ed on Ist Samuel, xxx. 6. “ But David en- 
couraged himself in the Lord his God.”

INDIAN AFFAIRS.—It is reported, on author- 
ity of a gentleman lately from the southeastern part 
of Alabama, that the inhabitants of Pike county, in 
that state, dissatisfied at the length of road they have 
bad to wagon their cotton to the Chatahoochee, op- 
posite L’ort Gaines, determined to remedy the difli- 
culty by cutting from the eastern line of their county 
a road 25 miles direct through the Creek territory, 
to a populous Indian village on the banks of the Cha- 
tahoochee, (thirty-five miles below Columbus,) and 
there lay off atown. They went to work accord- 
ingly, and had proceeded with their road to a stout 
brook within three miles of the Iodian village, when 
their operations were 2-rested by the Creeks.

The Indians are said to be highly exas- 
perated, intend to apply to the General Goveramenut 
for redress, and declare that they will, in the meao- 
while, destroy any buildings which (he Alabamians 
may crect on the site of their village. Such is the 
report, and as such we give it.-—[ ‘lacon (Geo.) Tel- 
egraph, 5th March.) 


Opening of the Pennsylvania Canal.—A Harris- 
burg paper contains the following notice of the open- 
ing of the canal. The Pennsylvania Canal naviga- 
tion wa: opened on Tuesday last, wheu boats passed 
up to Clark’s ferry and down to Middletown. Our 
town, when the spring arrives, and with it lhe season 
of running boats, aris and rafts upon the Susque- 
banna, always present a lively and active scene; 
but there is an obvious increase of life, busile and 
activity, since the construction of the Pennsylva Ca 
nal. This channel of communication affords an as- 
cending as well as a descending trade, and connects 
us immediately with Philadelphia. Men of business 
at Harrisburg, are every day advised of the Phila- 
delphia prices of produce on tue day preceding, and 
a boat carrying thirty tons can be immediately de- 
spatched to take advantage of any rise of price in 
the market; freight is high now, on account of the 
quantity of produce at this place, and the scarcity 
of boats. As high as 55 cents the barrel bas been 
paid for the carriage of flour. Other articles from 5 
to 54 doliars the ton.

vania afew days since. They were wcleomed to 
the capitol by Governor Wolf, from the Speaker's 
chair. Mr. logersoll then addressed them in a be- 
coming and eloquent manner. The * Grisly Bear,” 
the great Indian orator, replied in a style which con- 
vinced every hearer that eloquence is the child of 
nature. The Hali was crowded with spectators, 
among whom were many ladies.

A WORD IN SEASON. 
“ A word spoken in due season, how good is it.” 


Soon after the life of Mrs. H. Newell was 
published, a young lady (who was perfectly 
thoughtless on the all important subject of reli- 
gion,) called upon a pious friend, who had invi- 
ted her to make selections from her library, and 
the following conversation passed between 
them. ‘Ihave called to avail myself of your 
generous offer Mrs. -’ The lady repli- 
ed, ‘*‘ lam very happy to see you, and shall 
give you full liberty to select for yourself; al- 
though I have some novels among my books, 
yet I feel assured that you are a young lady of 
too much good sense to make choice of them, 
from such a numerous collection of valuable 
works upon science, morality and religion, as 
you will find upon my shelves.” The young 
lady blushed, while she replied, ‘* 1 do not wish 


a novel;” but conscience, ever faithful, re-| 


minded her thattruth had been sacrificed to 
pride and vanity, which had been much exci- 
ted by the unconscious remark upon her good 
sense, of onc who was deeply interested for 
her precious soul. Of all the boeks in the li- 
brary, the romances and novels would have 
been the most eagerly siezed, and the most 
closely perused, had inclination been strictly 
gratified. ‘* Good sense” selected two or three 
volumes upon morality, while the heart really 
did not intend to peruse them. The pious la- 
dy was much pleased with the choice, and re- 
marked, ‘‘ I have lately subscribed for a very 
interesting work, and you shall have the first 
reading of it, should I receive it before you 
have returned the books you have now taken. 
You need give yourself no uneasiness about 
their detention ; [ will send you this new work 
and I wish you to read it immediately, for | 
know you will be delighted with its contents.” 
Curiosity was greatly excited, which, in a meas- 
ure, compensated for the disappointment of 
not selecting novels in the first instance. A 
few days passed, and the book so earnest] 

looked for, arrived. No new novel could have 
been siezed with more intense interest, than 


was the book, which, through the agency of 


God's Spjrit, opened the eyes of the blind, and 


unstopped the ears of the hitherto deaf. On 
the first opening, was the impress of the saint- 
ed Mrs. H. Newell. The thoughtless, vain, 
and hardened novel reader, read a few pages ; 
the heart melted: the book was laid aside, 
again and again was the attempt made to read 
its pages, and as often was the soul overwhelm- 
ed by its powerfully silent eloquence. Every 
other book seemed to sink into nothing, and 
less than nothing, except the Bible, which was 
now opened with different feelings than had 
ever before reached the heart, although it had 
been daily perused as a sortof quietus to con- 
science, from habit, and habit which the writer 
would rejoice to see formed with every youth, 


‘if there be no higher motive. It will often 
check the soul in the midst of vanity and folly, 
and when the Spirit speaks to the heart, how 
' precious then are the words of truth to the en- 
lightened mind, which had hitherto known but 
the letter of that word, without its quickening 
‘power! After the reading of this ever memo- 
‘rable book, novels lost all their power to charm. 
‘Indeed they became disgusting. An eutire 
‘change of taste seemed to be effected; no 
books of alight and trivial character could for 
‘amoment please. But how to account for this 
‘change, was the question for many months.— 
or a time it was thought by her, that whoever 
should read the life ef Harriet Newell, would 
experience the same change of views. Accor- 
| dingly the book was purchased, and loaned to 
}every one who would promise to read it; and 
| how great was the disappointment, when it was 
‘returned, to find that the like effects were not 
/produced upon the minds of others! Some 
} would remark, * it is a very interesting book, 
| but I do not find it so astonishing as you repre- 
‘sent it.” Others would appear indifferent, and 
merely say, “fam much obliged to you for 
your book.” It was not until the reader of 
this book was brought apparently near the 
i grave, that the question was answered satisfac- 
| torily to her own mind; and through thesuper- 
abounding mercy of God, she humbly trusts 
that the reading of the life of the immortal 
| Harriet Newell, apparently by accident, brought 
her acquainted with that holy religion, the be- 
nficent influence of which induced that lady 
toleave her country, and all the endearments 
of parental and Christian friendship, to bear 
the news of a Savior’s dying love to heathen 
lands. And the happy influence of her Christ- 
like spirit has reached her native land, and, no 
doubt, in the day of judgement, many will rise 
up and call her blessed, as the instrument of 
their salvation, who were never permitted to 
see her face onearth. ‘Thus, she ‘** being dead 
yet speaketh,” and will continue to speak while 
the writers of fiction, who have amused for a 
moment, shall be forever buried, with the tri- 
fling production of their pens, in the shades of 
oblivion, What an encouragement is this to 
Christian faithfulness.

BENEFITS RESULTING FROM THE SYS- 

TEM OF ITINERANT PREACHING. 
lt makes a more equal distribution of cleri- 
‘cal talents. It has long since been recorded 
that the [Holy Ghost imparts gifts unto every man 
, severally as he will, ence, une preacher has 
|a happy art of informing the understanding, of 
| gaining the assent of reason, and of putting infi- 
| delity to the blush; a second thunders from 
| Sinai and brings his hearers to feel that it is a 
| fearful thing to fall into the hands of the living 
|God ; while a third, as a wise master builder, 
in bis turn follows and rears the spiritual 
energy. and inculcates a practical system of 

piety, which adds permanence and beauty to 
ithe church of God. ‘This view of the subject 

shows at once the importance of making, as 
‘far as possible, an equal distribution of the tal- 
‘ents of the preachers throughout the church.— 

We know of no plan better calculated to ac- 
'complish this desirable object than the Itinerant 
mode of preaching. 
| It exerts a salutary influence in stimulating 
}the members of the church to attend the pub- 
| lic means of grace, particularly the preaching 
(ofthe word. Itis not every preacher that is 
capable of maintaining the variety in preaching 
necessary to interest his hearers. We have 
known some become so uniform in the matter 
of their sermons, in their arrangements, and 
even intheir phraseology, that their hearers, 
sosoon as the text was read, could anticipate 
the sermon. It is impossible for discourses 
delivered under such circumstances, to interest 
an audience. ‘This evil might be remedied we 
know, in a good degree, by diligent research on 
the part of the preacher ; but some preachers 
jhave neither time nor books to admit of a 
course of reading sufficiently extensive, to en- 
able them to embrace in every sermon substan- 
tial truth, and at the same time, that variety 
necessary to interest a congregation. A 
change of ministerial labors is the best reme- 
dy for this evil. The Itinerant system pro- 
vides for such a change. 

It embraces a system of economy which is 
of vast moment tothe church of God. By 
supporting one Itinerant preacher, from fifteen 
to thirty societies may be regularly supplied 
with preaching. Therefore the Itinerant 
scheme, above all others, is best calculated to 
promote the life and power of religion. We 
are warranted in this assertion by matter of 
fact. Our reports on the state of religion 
never failto be most interesting from those 
parts ofthe church which enjoy the labors of 
efficient circuit riders. 

As it regards the benefit of this mode of 


} 
| 


preaching to the world, we have only to say, 
that it presents the most probable method of 
spreading the gospel among all nations. The 
harvest still remains great, but laborers are 
few ; so few, that it is impossible to station 
one in every part of this widely extended field. 
In many neighborhoods there are no societies 
either to invite or support a stated ministry.— 
In other places the aged and infirm cannot, 
and the careless and unconcerned will not, go 
beyond the limits of their own neighborhood to 
hear the gospel. All such places can be con- 
veniently embraced by the system that is now 
before us.—.Vew York Evangelist.

Voluminous and vast—a serpent arin’d 
With mortal sting.” 

These reformers would remodel your semi- 
naries of learning, would raze your churches to 
the ground, slay the priests of the Lord, break 
up the sacrament or holy bond of marriage, 
pluck from our hearts the charities of life, ob- 
literate the endearing names of father, son, and 
brother, with all their charming alliances ; and 
substitute fur it a cold, spurious philosophy, 


UNFOUNDED PRETENSIONS.

Yet all 
these men esteemed it their privilege and hon- 
or, to bow with reverence to the dictates of 
Revelation. Bacon, in addressing Jehovah, 
uses this remarkable language: * Thy creatures 
have been my books, but thy Scriptures much 
more. I have sought thee inthe courts, felds, 
and gardens, but I have found ‘Thee in thy tem- 
ples. —Ch. Mirror. 

INFLUENCE OF THE MONTHLY TRACT

of effort than the mere bringing to light of the 
moral condition of the neglected portions of 
our population, and rendering them the ob- 
jects of prayer and of Christian solicitude, 
the end attained would warrant all the efforts 
iade.

But it would be weak- 
ness to keep our eyes fixed on this little dark 
spot. Itis wise to watch the growth of it; but 
it would not be pious or brave to believe that it 
would evei overshadow the land. 

SPIRITUAL ENJOYMENT. 

In our pursuit of the things of this world, 
we usually prevent enjoyment by expectation ; 
we anticipate our own happiness, and eat out 
the heart and sweetness of worldly pleasures 
by delightful forethcughts of them, so that 
when we come to possess them, they do not 
answer the expectation nor satisfy the desires 
which were raised about them, and they van- 
ish into nothing. But the things which are 
above are so great, so solid, so durable, so 
glorious, that we cannot raise our thoughts to 
an equal height with them ; we cannot enlarge 
our desires beyond a possibility of satisfaction. 
Our hearts are greater than the world; but 
God is greater than our hearts; and the hap-
